(Currently Amended) In an interactive television system that includes a receiver 
having customizable configuration infomiation specifying whether the receivo* is connected or 
disconnected, wherein the receiver can receive both connected content that can be accessed when 
the receiver is connected and disconnected content that can be accessed when the receiver is 
disconnected, a method for preventing a viewer from being interrupted by links to inaccessible 
connected content when the receiver is disconnected, the method conqiiising: 

storing configuration information that can be customized to control when the 
receiver will filt e r out or execute a connected-content trigger that links to connected 
conten t and when the receiver will execute a disconnected-content trigger that links to 
disconnected content s the connected content comprising enhanced content that is 
accessed bv the receiver when the receiver is in a connected state and the disconnected 
content coniprisitig enhanced content that is accessed bv the receiver when the receiver is 
in a disconnected state, and w herein the receiver will only execute a connected-content 
trigger and thereby access the cormected content when the configuration infonnation 
specifies that the receiver is cormected; 

receiving a connected content trigger linking to conn e ct e d -enhanced content 
detetmining. based on a conncctivitv value, whether the content trigger is a 
cormected content trigger or a disconnected-content trigger, 

upon deterrnining that th e content trigger include s including a connectivity value 
distinguishing the trigger as a connected-content trigge r, and upon determining that the 
configuration information indicates that the receiver is connected, executing the 
connected^contcnt trigger to thereby access the enhanced content from a remote source 
over a bi-directional connection: and 

upon determining that the content trigger includes a connectivitv value 
distinguishing the trigger as a disconnected-content trigger, regardless of whether the 
configuration information indicates that the receiver is connected or disconnected, 
executing the disconnected-content trigger to thereby access the enhanced content from 
local storage without utilizing a bi-directional connection with a remote source to access 
the enhanced contCTt.

24. (Previoxisly Presented) A method as recited in claim 23, wherein executing a 
connected-content trigger comprises displaying inforaiation associated with the connected- 
content trigger.

modifying the configuration information from specifying that the receiver is 

disconnected to specifying that the receiver is connected. 

27. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 26, wherein the configuration 
infbmiation is remotely modified by a third party. 

28. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 26, wherein the configuration 
infoimation is modified by a user of the receiver. 

29. (Currently Amended) A method as recited in claim 26, wherein the receiver receives 
and executes a connected-content trigger after the configuration information specifies that a 
previously disconnected fe e-receiver is now connected. 

30. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 26, wherein the connected' 
content trigger is received by the receiver when the configuration infotmation specifies that the 
receiver is disconnected, and wherein the receivar stores the conn6cted-<x)ntent trigger at least 
until the configuration information specifies that the receiver is connected. 
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31. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 30, wherein the receiver 
executes the connected-content trigger at a later time when the configuration information 
specifies that the receiver is connected. 

32. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 23, fluther comprising: 
modifying the configuration information to change the receiver from being connected 

to disconnected. 

33. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 32, wherein the configuration 
information is remotely modified by a third party, 

34. (Previously Presented) A method as recited in claim 32, wherein the configuration 
infomiation is modified by a user of tfie receiver. 

35. (Previously Presented) A method as rwited in claim 23, wherein the configuration 
information is stored in a local memory of the receiver. 
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36. (Currently Amended) A receiver having customizable configuration information 
specifying whether the receive is connected or disconnected, wherein the receiver can receive 
both connected content that can be accessed when the receiver i$ connected and disconnected 
content that can be accessed when the receiver is disconnected, and wherein the receiver 
prevents a viewer Srom being interrupted by links to inaccessible connected content when the 
receiver is disconnected, the receiver comprising: 

means for storing configuration information that can be customized to control 
when the receiver will filt e r out or execute a cotmected-content trigger that links to 
connected conten t and when the receiver will execute a discormected-content trigger that 
links to disconnected content thecormectcd content comprising enhanced content that is 
accessed by the receiver when the receiver is in a connected state and the disconnected 
content corxiprising enhanced content that is accessed by the receiver when the receiver is 
in a disconnected state, and, wherein the receiver will only execute a connected-content 
trigger and thereby access the connected content when the configuration information 
specifies that the receiver is connected; 

means for receiving a connootod content trigger linking to connected enhanced 
content; 

means for determining, based on a connectivitv value, whether the content trigger 
is a connected content trigger or a disconnected-content trigger: 

means for, upon determining that th e contciit trigger includes inoluding a 
connectivity value distinguishing the trigger as a connected-content trigge r^ and upon 
detennining that the conftgiiratton information indicates that the receiver is coimected. 
executing the connected-content trigger to thereby access the enhanced content from a 
remote source over a bi-directional connection: and 

means for, upon detennining that the content trigger includes a connectivitv value 
distin|guishing the trigger as a disconnected-content trigger, regardless of whether the

44. (Previously Presented) A computer-program product as recited in claim 42, 
wherein the connected-content trigger is received by the receiver when the configuration 
inforaiation specifies that the receiver is disconnected, and wherein the receiver stores the 
connected-content trigger at least until the configuration information specifies that the receiver is 
connected. 
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45. (Previously Presented) A compiiter-progFam product as recited in claim 44, 
wherein the receiver executes the connected-content trigger at a later time when the 
configuration information specifies that the receiver is connected. 

46. (Previously Presented) A computer program product as recited in claim 45, 
wherein the later time is an end of a delay period beginning upon receipt of the connected- 
content trigger. 

47. (Previously Presented) A computer program product as recited in claim 42, 
the method further comprising: 

receiving a disconnected-content trigger; and 

distinguishing the disconnected-content trigger based on a connectivity value associated 
with the disconnected-content trigger, 

48. (Previously Presented) A computer program product as recited in claim 47, 
the method further comprising: 

executing the discoxmected-content trigger. 

49. (New) A method as recited in claim 23, wherein the connectivity value indicates 
that the content trigger is a connected-trigger even when the connected-trigger links to locally 
stored enhancement content. 

50. (New) A method as recited in claim 49, wherein the locally stored enhancement 
content links to additional enhancement content that is accessible to the receiver through a bi- 
directional connection to a remote source. 

51. (New) A method as recited in claim 23, wherein a connected content trigger is 
filtered out and subsequently ignored by the receiver upon determining that the receiver is 
disconnected. 
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
